Banner, " Nashville, Tennessee, and to Jenkin Lloyd Jones, editor and publisher 
of the "Tulsa Tribune" in Tulsa, Oklahoma. Red Skelton was the speaker at the 
National Commander's banquet for distinguished guests on Tuesday, September 1st. 
He did an excellent job and was well received. Other speakers of note were 
H. Ross Perot, President of the Electronics Data Systems Corporation of Texas, 
Luis A. Ferre, Governor of Puerto Rico, and Senator Henry M. Jackson, 
(D-Wash.) Also in attendance as speakers or distinguished guests were the 
Honorable Robert Docking, Governor of Kansas, Lieutenant General Louis B. 
Hershey, Georgie Jessel, and Governor Tom McCall of Oregon. 

VICE PRESIDENT AGNEW AND THE DISSENTERS: 

Vice President Agnew spoke to the Convention at noontime on 
Wednesday, September 2nd. He was* a last-minute substitute tor Attorney General 
Mitchell and was very well received by the Legionnaires. He spoke regarding 
his recent trip to the Far East and also commented on troubles at home. His 
talk was in M low key" but was an excellent one. The dissidents ; put on a poor show' 
in trying to harass him but never had the opportunity to cause any trouble. As* 
a matter of fact, they were somewhat embarrassed because many of them had 
signs" critical of Mitchell and did not have time to change them when Agnew was 
the speaker. Their efforts- were a complete flop. 

As the Director is well aware, the Peoples Army Jamboree and 
other dissident groups hoped to 'have a confrontation in Portland with The 
American Legion. Their efforts resulted in complete failure and the few isolated 
attempts at making trouble were ignored by members of The American Legipn. 
Local, authorities did an excellent job in both planning and. handling the expected 
trouble which was mainly responsible for no incidents of note.. During the 
Legion 1 s Convention parade, Monday, August 31st* approximately 25 hippies 
juriiped into the parade about a half block before it passed the official reviewing 
[ stand. They went by the' reviewing stand givingga raised fist salute and flying the 
I Viet Cong flag. However, a detail of Portland police quickly fell in behind them 
and at the next intersection quietly turned th^m into a side street. There was 
no trouble. 

NEW NATIONAL COMMANDER: 

Alfred PI Chamie of California was elected as the new National 
Commander for the Legipn year 1970-71. Chamie is a legal representative 
for the movie industry in Hollywood and is personally known to SA Hanning 
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M. A. Jones, to Bishop Me'mo

and is a great admirer of the Director and the Bureau. We conducted^applicant- 
type investigation of Chamie in 1946 when he was being considered as an 
Assistant United States Attorney at Los Angeles, California. This investigation 
was entirely favorable. One individual did say that Chamie was a liberal and 
friendly with many individuals known for their communist tendencies and 
affiliations. However, he emphasized that Chamie was not a Communist or a 
communist sympathizer and his association with such individuals was primarily 
a result of business contacts. It is pointed out that the above allegations are 
very old and it is a known fact that Chamie is now a conservative. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

(1) That the attached letter be sent to incoming National 
Commander, Alfred P. Chamie. He should also be added to the Special 
Correspondents List. 



(2) SAC Julius Mattson and SA l I worked tirelessly 

during the Legion's Convention to insure that The American Legion was kept 
abreast of latest developments and would not be embarrassed by any incidents 
with the dissident groups .

By letter 
dated September 8, 1970, the Director congratulated Chamie upon his 
election- as National Commander.

The Director made mention of the John Birch Society and noted 
that this organization's leadership has mislead some good and well intended 
people. In this regard the Director cited the scurrilous allegations that Robert 
Welch made some years' ago concerning the loyalty of the late General Eisenhower 
and the late John Foster Dulles, as examples of the typ^ot disgraceful activity in 
which the leadership of the John Birch. Society has been knoWn to indulge. 

The Director observed that we arein.a time of-cffsis in this 
country with respect to law and order and cited the incident which occurred 
last week in San Jose, California, where President- Nixon's car-was stoned 
by dissidents. The Director noted, that he has since had conversation with 
the President concerning this matter and that the President has noted that 
while outside of his car he just missed being struck by a missile he thought 
at the time was an egg and which later proved tojbe a rock. 

Mr. Chamie. noted that in his opinion the police allowed the 
crowd to get too close to the President and the president's car. The Director 
said he concurred with Mr. Chamie f s observations and noted that the San Jose 
Police Department, in addition to failing to afford the President proper security, 
had been unable to subsequently identify anyone involved in this incident. 

Mr. Chamie made note of I A ssociation with the 

Los Angeles Police Department and the Director cited the excellent relationship 
the Bureau has with this law enforcement agency and the fine leadership being, 
provided »by its Chief, Edward M. Davis. The Director also cited the excellent 
leader ship. being afforded the Philadelphia Police Department by Frank Rizzo, 
who is Commissioner of Police. 

The Director said he feels very strongly concerning discipline 
in law enforcement and noted that any police Department is in fact a semi- 
military organization and must be highly disciplined to effectively discharge 
its responsibilities. The ^Director briefed Mr. Chamie regarding the stringent 
requirements of the Bureau with respect to the hiring of Special Agent personnel. 
The Director also noted the recruiting program in which the* Bureau is presently 
engaged to hire 1, 000 additional Agents. t The Director indicated that we have 
been recruiting excellent young men some of whom have had positions of 
leadership in the military services in Vietnam. 

The Director made mention of the Bureau's American Legion 
Post, and the charitable activities of the Post with respect to the D; C. Childrens' 
Center in Laurel, Maryland.

The National Convention of The American Legion" will be held 
in Houston, Texas beginning August 26 and extending through September 2, 1971. 
Fifty thousand Legionaires and members of the Auxiliary are expected to attend 
this convention. In addition, approximately ten thousand offidal delegates 
will be in attendance. It is hoped that President Nixon will speak at the opening 
day of the iormal session which will be August 31. 

With the rash of criticism 1 of the Director and the Bureau during 
the past year, it is felt that there mil be numerous resolutions defending 
the Director and the Bureau. Through liaison it has been ascertained that 
the Departments 1 of Alabama, Maryland, Maine, Louisiana, and Nevada have 
already passed resolutions defending Mr. Hoover and the Bureau. These, of 
course, will come to the National Convention for handling and inasmuch as 
many of these resolutions are overlapping and repetitious they are usually 
coiBDMdated by the FBI representatives intp one or two strong well^ worded ones 
which are then passed in for mal.sessipn. They are, of course, furnished to 
the press as soon as they are approved for the National Convention. 

SA Donald G. Hanning, who is the National Commander's 
representative to the Americanism Commission, has been officially called to 
attend the convention. Additionally, the National Commander has requested 
that SA Hanning be on hand as of August 25, as a member of a committee of 
five prominent Legionaires to screen the^more than 500 resolutions that are 
to be considered by this convention. This is done in complete privacy and 
Hanning as in the past, has the opportunity to remove any resolution or change 
wording that might affect FBI operations from an adverse standpoint. Hanning 
has also been requested by the National Commander to serve as a judge on the

The Fourth Estate Award was given to Anheuser Busch, Incorporated, 
and John Wayne for sponsorship and starring role in the TV special "Swing Out, 
Sweet Land. " The Legion*s Distinguished Service Medal (the Director received this 
award in 1946) was given posthumously to former Senator Richard G. Russell of 
Georgia and former Congressman L. Mendel Rivers of South Carolina.

The National Executive meetings of the American Legion will be held 
in Indianapolis, Indiana, oh the above dates. Approximately, 3, 000 of the top 
officials of the Legion attend these meetings. SA Donald G. Hanning, as the 
Commander's representative to the Americanism Commission, has received a call 
to attend. SA Thomas B. Coll, the National Commander's representative to the 
Internal Security Commission, has also received a call to attend. Both Commissions 
will handle numerous resolutions which were referred from the National Convention 
in Houston, Texas, in August. Some of these resolutions are of interest to the FBI. 



It is noted that in the past, both SA's Hanning and Coll accompanied 
former Assistant to the Director DeLoach to these meetings , however, during the 
past year SA Hanning has been designated to attend alone. Experience has shown, 
however, the clear need for both SA's Hanning and Coll to represent the Bureau 
at these important meetings. As an example, at the recent American Legion 
National Convention in Houston, another Commission proposed to pass a resolution 
setting up a law and order trophy to be called TheVj.

At discussion was had concerning the 1, 000 new Agents 
recently appointed by the Bureau and the Director noted that the vast 
majority of them were military veterans and commissioned officers- 
who had served in Vietnam. The Director noted that combat command 
experience would prove most invaluable to them in connection with their 
Bureau service. Commander Geiger said he heartily agreed. 

The Director mentioned the expansion of our training 
facilities at Quantico and noted the Bureau's efforts to professionalize 
law enforcement. The Director indicated that there had been numerous 
problems in connection with the erection of the new Headquarters for 
the FBI and that building costs for it have been rising continually. Geiger 
stated that his responsibilities with UAL involve facilities and property 
and that between rising building costs, strikes, equal opportunity employ- 
ment, and the like, it is a? wonder that any construction project is ever 
•completed. , 

On the subject of equal opportunity employment the Director 
mentioned the problems he had with the late Robert F. Kennedy when he 
was the Attorney General and Kennedy's. efforts to get the Director to 
lower the requirements for employment as a Special Agent. The Director 
indicated that if the Bureau is to maintain the high standards expected of f 
our personnel, we cannot permit the requirements for employment to be 
diluted. 

Geiger indicated that he was in complete accord with the 
Director's views in this regard and noted that it is demoralizing to other 
employees who maintain high standards and who have dedicated themselves 
to fulfilling rigid requirements when they see these standards lowered and 
the requirements thrown out the window to accommodate certain elements 
in our society on the basis of percentage of numbers rather than on the 
basis of ability. 

The current crime problem in our country was discussed 
and the Director indicated that the considered the permissiveness of 
parents one of the basic causes of the problem. Mr. Hoover observed 
that parents today are not providing their children with proper guidance 
and discipline and consequently, many young people are growing up with 
no respect for lawful authority.

The Director observed, however, that there are indications 
that the good people in this country, who deeply resent the irresponsible 
activities on our college campuses and elsewhere by dissidents and hippies, 
are starting to be heard from. The Director noted that from correspondence 
received, particularly from young people, it is evident that the vast majority 
who want a good education deplore the interference and disruptions caused 
by dissident groups which have resulted in the closing of schools and curtail- 
ment of classes. The Director indicated that many of our problems in our 
colleges are due to faculty members of the ilk of Angela Davis. 

Commander Geiger briefed the Director concerning veterans 
clubs on the college campuses which are being sponsored by The American 
Legion and the excellent work being done by these clubs to thwart the left- 
wing element. 

The Director mentioned current law suits against the Bureau 
because of our refusal f to hire women as Special Agents. The Director 
advised Geiger that the Bureau would fight these suits to the highest court 
in the land if necessary. 

Brief mention wasrmade of the news reports coming out of 
New York concerning corruption in the New York Police Department. The 
Director indicated that it is a deplorable situation and conditions such as 
these cause a breakdown in the morale of a law enforcement agency and 
destroy public confidence in that agency. 

The Director indicated as reflected in the newspapers it 
would appear that every policeman in the City of New York is corrupt. 
Mr. Hoovier observed that he doubted that this was the case and that this 
was obviously "newspaper talk. " 

The Director cited the irresponsibility of certain newspapers 
in this country, including "The New York Times, " and "The Washington 
Post," and the courageous efforts of Vice President Agnew to highlight the 
shortcomings of the news media. Commander Geiger indicated that he was 
in complete agreement with Mr. Hoover f s and Vice President Agnewte views 
in this re^rd.

Mr. Gray has asked for background concerningHheo 
allegation that prominent friends of the FBI are afforded VIP treatment and 
services of Senior Special Agents when these friends travel about. 

In answer to this inquiry, it is pointed out that we do, on 
occasion, give preferred treatment to old and. cooperative friends of the 
Bureau upon their request. These requests, in the past, usually emanated 
from Mr. Hoover's or Mr. Tolson's Office and each request was judged on 
its own merits. For the most part, such requests dealt with overseas travel 
and assistance was mutually beneficial. The following examples are set forth. 

Ray McHugh is Vice President and;Manager of the Washington < 
Office of Copley Press. On approximately a semi-annual basis' McHugh makes 
extended trips overseas and his analysis of situations in various countries sets] 
the ton<* for the Copley Press with regard to that area. On such trips McHugh ] 
furnishfes us his itinerary which we in turn furnish to various Legats with the 

* request that they meet McHugh and render normal courtesies. McHugh has 
advised- us that he gets a better briefing from our Legal Attaches than he does* - 

• from the other personnel connected with our embassies abroad. McHugh and 
Copley Press are most friendly and cooperative. ^ ^ ja/j^ 

The National Commander of Th e American Legion d uring his 
tenure of office makes an extended trip to Europe and one to tne i?ar East. 
We have found it mutually beneficial to extend normal courtesies to him on 
such trips. * * !

Very few courtesies are extended to individuals traveling in 
the United States unless there are extenuating circumstances. For example 
if a friendly and cooperative newspaperman from jthis aJea was going to another 
area of the country to do an article in which we might have a peripheral interest 
we would ask our office in the area to which he was traveling to give him any ' 
assistance possible.
